AT LEASBT ONE FATALITY IN
NORTH NEBRASKA TORNADO.

STARTS IN CUMING COUNTY

Many Houses Destroyed In Path of
the Wind Which Reached

Great Velocity—Legisla-
tive Blunders.

A tornmdo passed over northern Ne-
braska Thurgday resulting In  the
death of a baby girl, aged one yoar,
the daughter of Mr, and Mrs. Samuel
Mangleson, residing In Cleveland
tewnship tn Cuming county, Tho
tamlly was seated at dinner when the
tornudo, coming from the south,
glruok the dwelling, a large two-story
honse.  The family consisted of Mr.
Mongleson, hie wife, mother and five
ehiidren, all of whom were more or
fosw injured, but the father and hus
bond is the only ene who was dan-
gerously hurt, A splinter - of wood
w4 driven into his head, making a
torrible wound, although there ware
tiopos of his recovery,

Not a board of the dwelling was left
and overy bullding was swept from
the earth,

The atorm, which was accompanied
by a terrifie roaring nolse, next hit
the furm residence of Richard Waae-
ker, a mile from the Mangleson home,
The dwelling was entirely demolighed,
tul none of the nine members of the
family were dangerously Injured, al-
thongh ull are more or less hurt,

The Glover place was the next farm
heuse visited by the whirler. The
house 18 a mile from the Waacker
home, The wind demolished a num-
ber of farm bulldings, The famlly
encaped serious Injury.

From here the storm traveled to-
ward the northeast and struck on
the farm of Henry Grissman, where
all the bulldings, excepting the dwell-
ing, were completely demollghed.

A half mile north of the Grissman
wace the tornado decended on the
‘arm of Henry Schaeffer, where it de-
Atroyed all of the buildings, carrying

_the house a distance of 60 feet from

its  foundation. The family took
refuge in an out door cave and thus
excaped Injury.

The lornado demolished bulldings
and other property on the premises
pccupled by Willlam Kelley, Jacob
Coeh and on the James place,
Chickens, hogs, cattle and horsea
were killed and maimed throughout
the entire path of the storm,

BLUNDER OF LEGISLATURE.

No Time Limit on Appeal from
County Boards.

The last legislature blunderad when
it passed Representative Mike Lee's
house roll No. 427, according to Infor
mation now before Attorney General
Thompson. The act, which 18 now a
Yaw, repeals that portion of section 37,
chapter 18, compiled statuteg of 1905,
which provides that any one desiring
to appeal from the disallowance of a
cialm before a county board muat give
notice to the county clerk withiy
20 days of such decision. A
wounty attorney called the attention of
fhe altorney general to the new law

nd its change In the former statute.

f the nct remains In force all limita-
tiona will be removed and a claim dis-
aliowed by a county board can be ap-
pealed from years after the decision of
the board. The act, however, leaves
another provision in force in section
84, chapter 18, complled statutes of
1906, which says upon the allowance of
a claim against a county the warrant
mhall not be dellvered to the party un-
i the time for taking an appeal has
expired, and if the appeal be taken
them, not until the same shall have
been determined.

NEBRABKA COURT REVERSED,

Declsion at Washington 8Says Liu
Hop Fong Can Stay.

The supreme court of the United
Btates decided that Liu Hop Fong, a
Chilnaman who came to the United
Htates In 1899 as n student, but who
has since been found working, should
not be deported as was decreed by
the United Stateg dlstrict court of Ne-
braska. The latter declared that Hop
had only studied to the extent of tak-
Ing lessons In a Sunday school and
finding that his certificate declaring
that he was coming to the United
Slutes for the purpose of engaging In
the pursult of scholastic knowledge
was fraudulent, ordered that he be
sent back to China. The oplnlon was
by Justice Day and reversed the order
oi the Nebraska court. Justice Day
tcok the positlon that there was no
testimony before the distriet court to

ly the disregarding ot he cer
te a8 way done by that court.

DENTIST A BUICIDE.
Dr. J. R. Walden Takes Dose of
Cyanide of Potassium,

Dr, J. Ransom Walden, a prominent
dentlst of Holdrege, committed sul-
clde by taking ecyanide of potassium,
His hody was discovered by his father
In the office about two o'clock, lying
on . couch with life extinet, with one
hond In his pants pocket and the other
thrown across hls stomach, A glass
fa which he had made the mixture
wag on the floor at the slde of the
couch, He left two notey o his wife
telling her how to settle up hig busi-
ness and explaining what he had
taken to kil] himself, No reason Is
given for the act. He seemed to be
succossful In hiz business and his
domestle relatlons were pleasant and
happy. There was enough of the
drug Ieft In the glass to have killed
20 or 30 men, The coroner's jury
brought in a verdict that he came to
his death by his own hands from the
effects of the cyanide. He leaves a

Lumber Dealers Lose Out.
Attorney Genernl Thompson has
wen a victory in the suit against the
Nebraska Retall Lumber Dealers’ as-
sociatlon In the supreme court, which
he sought to enjoim from restricting
trade and free competition., Bird
Critchfleld, secretary of the assocla-
tion, ts enjolned from continulng prac-
tloes in restralnt of trade and the
officers of the assoclation are held
chargeable with knowledge of such
acts and they are also enjoined from
prrmitting the unlawful acts in viola-
tion of the statutes prohibiting com-
binationy in restralut of trade, While
the assoctation as a body Is not dis-
solved, several Individual members
are enjoined, while in some Instances
the report of the referes fs upheld.

ANOTHER  MESGAGE

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT AGAIN
REMINDS CONGRESS OF ITS
DUTY TO THE PEOPLE.,

ACTION ON PENDING MEASURES URGED

Abuse of Power by Injunction and Con.
trol by the National Government
Over the Great Corporations Doing
an (Interstate Business Especially
Mentioned by the Executive,

Washington.—The following 18 an
abstract of a specia] message sent to
both houses of congress by President
Roosevelt urging action on  certain
measures at this session:

To the senate and house of represen-
tatives:

In my message to the congroess of

March 25, 1908, | outlined certain
measures which I belleve the majority
of our countrymen desire to have en-
acted Into law at this time. These
measures do not represent by any
means all that [ would like to see
done {f I thought it possible, but they
do represent what | belleve can now
be done If an earnest ¢ffort toward this
end is made.
. Since T wrote this message an em-
ployers' llability law lLas been enacted
which, It is true, comes short of what
ought to have been done, but which
does represent a real advanece, Appar-
ently there {8 good ground to hope that
there will be further legislation pro-
viding for recompensing all employes
who suffer Injury while engaged in the
publie service; that there will be a
child-labor law enacted for the Dis-
trict of Celumbia; that the waterways
commission will be continued with suf-
ficient financial support to increase
the effectiveness of (ts preparatory
work; that steps will be taken to pro-
vide for such investigation into tariff
conditions, by the appropriate commit-
tee of the house of representatives
and by government experts In the ex-
ecutlve service, as wlll secure the full
Information necessary for immedlate
actlon In reviging the tariff at the
hands of the congress elected next
fall; and flnally, that flnanclal legisla-
tlon will be enacted providing for tem-
parary measures (or meeting any trou-
ble that may arise in the next year
or two, and for a commission of ex-
perts who shall thoroughly Iinvesti-
gate the whole matter, both dere and
In the great commercial countries
abroad, 80 as to be able to recommend
legislation which will put our financial
system on an efficient and permanent
basis. It 18 much to be wished that
one feature of the financial leglslation
of this session should be the establish-
ment of postal savings banks. Ample
appropriation should be made to enable
the Interstate Commerce commission
to earry oul the very Important feat-
ure of the Hepburn law which gives to
the commission supervision and con-
trol over the accounting systems of the
rallways. Fallure to provide means
which will ¢nable the commission to
examine the books of the rallways
would amournt to an attack on the law
at Its most v.tal point, and would bene-
fit, as nothing else could benefit, those
rallways which are corruptly or in-
competently managed,

There seems, however, much doubt
about two of the measures I have re-
commended; the measure to do away
with abuse of the power o: Injunction
and the measure or group of meas-
ures to strengthen and render more
efficient and more wise the control
by the national government over the
great corporations dolng an inter-
state businesg

First, as to the power of Injunection
and of punishment for contempt, In
contempt cases save where Immediate
action is Imperative, the trial should
be before another judge. As regards
i InJunctions, some such legislation as
that 1 have previously recommended

there is the clearest necessity for It
[ but it 18 one s0 necessary to the offi-
| elent performance of duty by the court
on behalf of the nation that it §s in
the highest Jegree to he regretted
that It should be lable to reckless use
for this reckless use tends to make
honest men desire so to hamper iis ex-
ecution as to destroy its usofulness.
The strengthening of the anti-truss
law Is demanded upon both moral and

economie grounds.
Power should unquestionably  be
lodged somewhere In the executive

branch of the government Lo permit
combinations which will further the
public Interest; but it wust always be
rememberad that, as regards the groat
and wenlthy combinations through
which most of the intersiate busginess
of to-day is done, the burden of proof
should be on them to show that thes
have a rlght to exist. No judicial tri
bunal has the kuowledge or the expoer
lence to determine In the first place

whether a given combination is advis
able or necessary in the Interest of the
public. Someboly, whether a commis-
slon or a hureau under the department
of commerce and labor, should be giv.
en this power. My personal bellef ia
that aultimately we ahall have to adopt
a national Incorporation law, though I
am well aware that this may be im-
possible at present,

The decisions of the supreme court
In the Minnesota and North Carolina
casea {llustrate how impossible I8 a
dual control of national commerce. The
nation alone can act with effectiveness
and wisdom; it should have t'.e con-
| trol both of the business and of the
|agent by which the business ls done,
for any attempt to separate this con-
trol must result in grotesque absurd-
ity. At present the fallure of the con-
gress to utilize and exercise the great
powers conferred upon it as regards
Interstate commerce leaves this com-
merea to be regulated, not by the state
nor yet by the congress, but by the
occasional and necessarily inadequate
and one-sided action of the federal
Judiclary. However upright and able a
court is, It can not act constructively;
it can only act negatively or destrue-
tively, a3 an agency of government;
and this means that the courts are and
must alwaya be unable to deal effect-
ively with a problem like the present
which requires constructive action. A
court can decide what is faulty, but
it has no power to make better what
it thus finds to be faulty.

Therefore It is8 clear that (unless
a national Incorporation law can be
forthwith enacted) some Body or bodles
in the executive service should be giv-
en power to pass upon any combina-
tion or agreement in relation to inter-
state commerce, and every such com-
binatlon or agreement not thus ap-
proved ghould be treated as in viola-
tion of law and prosecuted according-
ly. The issuance of the securities of
any combinatlon doing interstate busi-
nessg should be under the supervision
of the national government.

A strong effort has been made to
have labor organizations completely
exempted from any of the operations
of this law, whether or not thelr acts
are In restraint of trade. Such ex-
ception would in all probabllity make
the bill unconstitutional, and the leg-
islature has so more right to pass a
bill without regard to whether it I8
constitutional than the courts have
lightly to declare unconstitutional a
law which the legislature has solemnly
enacted. The heartiest encouragement
should be given to the wageworkers
to form labor unions and to enter into
agreements with thelr employers; and
thelr right to atrike, so long as they
act peaceably, must be preserved. But
we should sanction neither a boycott
nor a blacklist which would be illegal
at common law,

The measures [ advocate are in the
Interest both of decent corporations
and of law-abiling labor unions. They
are, moreover, preeminently in the in-
terest of the publie, for in my judg-
ment the American people have defi-
nitely made up thelr minds that the
days of the reign of the great law-
defying and law-evading corporations
aer over, and that from this time on
the mighty organizations of capital
necessary for the transaction of busi-
ness under modern conditions, while
enconraged so long as they act hon-
estly and in the interest of the general
publle, are to be subjected to care-
ful supervision and regulation of a
kind so effective as to insure their
acting in the interest of the people as
a whole,

Allegatlons are often made to the
effect that there {8 no real need for
these laws looking to the more effec-
tive control of the great corporations,
upon the grounl that they will do
their work well without such control.
1 eall your attention to the accompany-
ing copy of a report just submitted by
Mr. Nathan Matthews, chalrman of the
finance commission, to the mayor and
elty council of Boston, relating to cer-
tain evil practices of varlous corpora-
tions which have been bidders for fur
nishing to the city {ron and steel. This
report shows that there have been ex-
tensive combinations formed among
the various corporations which have
business with the city of Boston, in-
cluding, for Instance, a carefully
planned combination embracing prae-
tically all the Arms and corporations
engaged in structural steel work in
New England., As regards the city of
Roston, the combination resulted in
parceling out the work by collusive
bids, plainly dishonest, and supported
by false affirmations.

[ have submitted this report to the
department of justice for thorough In.
vestigation and for action if aetion
shall prove practicable,

Surely sueh a state of affairs as that
above set forth emphasizes the need of
further federal leglslation, not merely
becansa of the material benetits such
logislatlon will secure, but above all
hecause thls federal action should be
nart, and a large part, of the campalgn
to waken our people as a whole to a
lively and effective condemnation of
(he low standard of morality implied
n such coniuct on the part of great
business concerns,

THEODORE ROOSEVELT.
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THE SIXTIETH CONGRESS

CONDENSED NEWS FROM THER
NATIONAL CAPITOL.

The Most Important Items Gathered
From Each Day's Session of
Senate and Houre.

Washington, D, C.—A conference on
currency legislation was held Wednes:
day between the house and senate
leaders and was attended by Speaker
Cannon and Senator Aldrich, The
Judgment of the conference was that
the program lately declded on can bhe
put through. This program calls for a
caucus of the Republican members of
the house, probably next week or the
week following to determine the pass-
age of a bill creating a commission to
Investigate thoroughly the currency
subject and the financial situation of
the country In general and to report on
remedial legislation at the next ses-
slon of congress. It Is further the de-
gire of the house Republican leaders
to put through the Vreeland bill which
embodies what are thought to be the
best features of the Aldrich bill and
olliminates the provislons to which
most objection has been made, All
that the senate leaders ask of the
house leaders Is to enact some piece of
financial legislation, so that the senate
will have a measure tn use as a work-
ing basis, all thought of enacting of
the Aldrich bill in the form In which
It passed the senate having been aban-
doned. The program s then to have
the genate strike out everything after
enacting clause in the house bill and
to Insert the Aldrich bill. This will
have the effect of throwing the amend-
ed bill into conference and care will
be exercised both in th esenate and in
the house to appoint as conferees,
members who favor some legislation at
this sesslon. It will be the task of
the conferees to pateh up from the
Aldrich bill and Vreeland bill and the
commisgsion bill a modified act em-
bodying such provisions as the leaders
feel sure of putting through the two
houses.

No Action Against Venezuela.

Washington, D, C.—Administration
officlals have practically abandoned
the expectation that the senate will
at this msession of congress authorize
the president to take punitive meas-
ures against Venezuela for her refusal
to refer to arbitration the disputed
claims of American citizens and cor
porations against that country,

Two More Arbitration Treaties.

Washington, . C.—(eneral arbitra
tion treatles with Great Britain and
Bpain were ratified by the senate Wed-
nesday. They are identical with trea-
ties heretofore ratified with France,
Italy, Mexico, Switzerland, Norway and
Portugal,

Passed 1,000 Bllis In An Hour.
Washington, D. C.—The Ilargest
batch of pension bills to receive fav-
orable consideration by the house this
sesglon was passed Friday, The bills
aggregated over a thousand and all
were put through in an hour,

New York Catholics Rejoice.

New York.-—Every Catholic church
and the houses within the arch-diocese
of New York were in festal array Sun-
day while perhaps a million men,
women and children gave thanks for
the progress Catholicism had made in
New York since it was formally estab-
lished 100 years ago. It was the be-
ginning of the week of rejoicing In
honor of the completion of a century
of activity,

Remarkable English Storm.

London.—A remarkable blizzard, the
worst experlenced In the south of
England since 1881, continued practi-
cally all over the United Kingdom
throughout Friday night and Saturday
until Saturday mid-night, It was ac-
companied by a violent northerly gale
and a low temperature, and in many
places the snowilrifts are eight feet
deep.
